In 1936, Secre­ 
tary Ickes called the interior de­ 
partm ent- “the federal agency 
which fu nctions prim arily for 
pu blic conserv ation.” 
Bu t the 
thou ght was not new ev en then. 
Nev ertheless, Mr. Roosev elt’s 
order transferring fishery and 
wild life conserv ation agencies 
from the commerce and agricu l­ 
tu re departm ents into the inter­ 
ior departm ent helps conv ert it 
into a div ision whose prime du ty 
is to see that national resou rces 
are preserv ed. 
It already had 
fu nctions dealing with pu blic 
lands, 
parks,

bu reau of mines. Into this grou p­ 
ing comes now, also, the prev i­ 
ou sly independent coal commis­ 
sion.

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BUSINESS DOESN’T FAVOR WAR 
has been a great deal of propaganda 
from time to time, spread by those seek ing to 
create class consciousness in the United States, 
that was is a fav orite sport of the capitalists 
and plutocrats. Anybody who has studied the 
facts k nows that this is untrue. 
As a matter of fact, business, big or little, 
would hav e nothing to gain and all to lose, by 
a world war just now. The univ ersal conflict 
more than twenty years ago just about ruined 
our modem economic society. No nation or set 
of nations actually won the struggle. Ev ery coun­ 
try was loaded down with debts and the world, 
a decade later, was plunged into the worst de­ 
pression since the days following the Napoleonic 
wars. 
But the situation is ev en more serious now. 
Another world war would about spell the down­ 
fall of capitalistic society and the ushering in of 
Communism or some other form of totalitarian 
regime. That is doubtless why to many Com­ 
munists the world ov er are hoping for a struggle 
now between the so-called Fascist and demo­ 
cratic powers. They k now that the only winners 
would be the red brotherhood of Russia who 
would spread their propaganda all ov er the 
world, and expect to destroy society following the 
collapse due to world war. 
Nobody realizes this any more than the so­ 
called capitalists themselv es, and that is why all 
the nations in Europe are so hesitant about en­ 
gaging in another war. 
Thomas J. Watson, president of the Inter­ 
national Chamber of Commerce, expressed the 
opinion 
Qf enlightened capitalism the world ov ej: 
recently, when he said, in an address in Wash­ 
ington D. C., that business men throughout the 
world definitely are of the opinion that war must 
be av oided. Speak ing to the American section 
of the organization he said: 
“The war would be so destructiv e that it would 
mean a complete economic collapse for the world 
and the destruction of civ ilization &s we under­ 
stand it.” 
Moreov er, it was the opinion of those who hav e 
studied the world situation, expressed at the 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, that busi­ 
ness is being held back by a combination of fac­ 
tors, in which there loom large an uncertainty 


and lack of confidence resulting from “wax jit­ 
ters.” 
Certainly businessmen as well as others who 
hav e studied world politics and economics do not 
want a world war at this time. The panic which 
seizes the stock mark ets of the world, when 
crisis threatens, is an abundant proof of this. 
And so when there is any war mongering now 
you may be sure that it comes not from the cap­ 
italists and business men but from the profes­ 
sional politicians or the communists who hope 
that a world struggle would result in red rule 
around the globe.

NEW DICTATOR 
We lik e to talk about the democracies of North 
and South America and to hope that the spirit 
of representativ e gov ernment will continue to be 
abroad in the Western Hemisphere. It is none too 
reassuring therefore to learn of the setting up of 
a dictatorship in a former republic to the south 
of us—Boliv ia. 
The new dictator says that the totalitarian 
gov ernment which he has created has nothing 
whatev er to do with the dictatorships in Europe. 
Howev er, the fact that the new boss’ name is 
Lieutenant Colonel German Busch will not bring 
any sense of comfort to those who suspect the 
hand of Hitler in a great many of the things 
which are transpiring throughout the world. 
The new dictator declared that the country is 
confronted by a grav e crisis and strong measures 
are needed to sav e it from bank ruptcy and rev o­ 
lution. This sounds well, but it is to be remem­ 
bered that Mussolini says that he seized reins in 
Italy to prev ent rev olution and bolshev ism and 
Hitler declares he took charge in Germany for 
similar reasons. 
It is diffcult to see where the United States can 
do anything about this, howev er. We can only 
hope that, if better times come to Boliv ia again, 
the strings of dictatorship can become loosened. 
We can be thank ful howev er that democracy is 
still un trampled in the United States. 
Perhaps the greatest serv ice we can render for 
free gov ernment here or anywhere else, is to em­ 
bark on such sound economic policies that de­ 
mocracy shall remain strongly entrenched in the 
United States. Nothing succeeds lik e success. If 
free gov ernment is successful here it will be cop­ 
ied elsewhere.

But the mechanism k ept the 
1936 crop below excess. The sur­ 
plus was further cut and the 
price had climbed to 14 cents a 
pound. 
That price, and no quota con­ 
trols in effect, sent cotton farm­ 
ers Wild- Says Bank head: “They 
planted the face of the earth.” 
And in 1937 a cotton monstrosity 
was born—about 19 million bales. 
That’s where we stand noi^. 
Part of it was used up domestic­ 
ally, part was sold abroad and 
part was put in storage under an 
eight-to-nine-cent loan hastily 
rigged up to k eep the price from 
falling to bed rock . 
But of course the inev itable 
has happened. When prices are 
held up high in one country 
another country will "ga heav ily 
into production to ge| the mar­ 
k et. Brazil, India and Egypt 
did it. They hav e offered cotton 
at a price always just a shade 
under the U. S. loan price. So of 
course U. S. growers would not 
meet the price.

The first corn work in the 
cou nty by boy s was in 1923 when 
the agricu ltu ral teachers in the 
township schools had 169 boy s 
who selected 7 ,916 ears of seed . 
Also they tau ght boy s how to 
score, test, grad e and ju d ge good 
seed corn. 
Pig clu b work almost d ied ou t 
in 1923. 
Only sev en boy s eiv 
rolled and ju st three of these 
completed . Little progress had 
been mad e in boy s’ clu bs from 
1917 u ntil 1925. 
The corn clu b had its first 
trial in 1924 when 33 boy s en­ 
rolled and only sev en completed . 
For sev en y ears v ain attempts 
were mad e to interest boy s in 
clu b work, bu t no great progress 
was mad e d u e to the lack of 
lead ership. Realizing that more 
lead ership was necessary , the 
bu siness men of Ru shv ille or­ 
ganized a Boosters clu b. Ad u lt 
lead ers were appointed by the 
Farm Bu reau in each township 
and a cou nty committee of fiv e 
men was selected to act as 
ju d ges. 
Und er the lead ership of the 
Boosters’ clu b, Farm Bu reau 
and ex tension office, all twelv e 
townships organized 4 -H com 
clu bs. An ad u lt lead er su perv ised 
their work and enrollment was 
d istribu ted in the townships as 
follows, 12, 18, 8, 8, 10, 6, 3, 21, 
4, 12, 10 and 11. The Boosters’ 
clu b d istribu ted $100 worth of 
seed corn and gav e each boy one 
peck. From 1925 4 -H clu b work 
has stead ily increased in scope 
and size in the cou nty .

Du ring the “blu stery ’’ d ay s of 
early March the first corn show 
was held ; also the Spirit of the 
Good Neighbor Policy between 
cou ntry and city folks was real­ 
ized . 
The first cou nty corn show was 
the occasion of a bu siness men’s 
d inner party . Fifteen hu nd red 
free d inners* were serv ed by 
lod ges and chu rch organizations 
to the gu ests of the bu siness 
men. In ad d ition to the corn 
show a splend id program of 
speaking, mu sic and entertain­ 
ment was arranged to make the 
d ay the greatest ev ent that Ru sh 
cou nty ev er had u p to that time. 
The second annu al Corn Show 
was held December 29 and 30, 
1920 and this was mad e an an­ 
nu al ev ent u p to the present, 
showing a v ery marked improv e­ 
ment, each su cceed ing y ear. 
C. fe. Troy er, of LaFou ntain, 
was selected as the first corn 
ju d ge of ou r show. He has ju d ged 
shows all ov er the state and was

Lafay ette. Ind ., May 11—In the 
national observ ance of the 25 th 
anniv ersary of the Smith-Lev er 
act of May 8, 1914, which estab­ 
lished

Ex tension 
work on a national basis, Ind i­ 
ana farm families will note with 
interest the growth in cou nty ex ­ 
tension sy stem d u ring that per­ 
iod . 
Prepared at Pu rd u e u niv ersity 
a few y ears ago is a report that 
d escribed in part the early d e­ 
v elopment of the cou nty ex ten­ 
sion forces. 
Tod ay there is a 
cou nty agricu ltu ral agent in 
each of the state’s 92 cou nties, 45 
home d emonstration agents, and 
20 assistant cou nty agents. 
The report follows in part: 
“Cou nty agent work began in 
Ind iana when L. B. Clore was 
appointed cou nty agent in La- 
Porte cou nty October 1, 1912. It 
was giv en legal stand ing and d e­ 
finitely became a part of the 
ed u cational sy stem of the state 
with the passage of the v oca­ 
tional Ed u cation Act by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly in 1913. This pre­ 
ced ed the passage of the Smith- 
Lev er Act by cohgress by one 
y ear, the latter being passed in 
1913. The id ea grew rapid ly and 
37 
cou nties 
were 
employ ing 
cou nty agents when the United 
States entered the World War in 


April, 1917. Their work had been 
so effectiv e that rapid ex pansion 
to all cou nties of the state was 
u nd ertaken as a war measu re 
and as a reconstru ction measu re 
following the war. Consequ ently 
at the beginning of this d ecad e 
the skeleton organization of the 
cou nty agent sy stem had been 
almost completely d ev eloped in 
the state. The cou nty 4 -H clu b 
agent and the cou nty home d em­ 
onstration agent id eas hav e been 
d ev eloped largely d u ring the 
past ten y ears. 
“The cou nty workers—cou nty 
agricu ltu ral agent, cou nty 4 -H 
clu b agent, and cou nty home 
d emonstration agent are the 
key s to the ex tension serv ice. 
They are the local representa­ 
tiv es/u pon which the sy stem is 
bu ilt. These agents are the con­ 
necting link between the farm 
and the farm home and their 
problems, and Pu rd u e u niv ersity 
and the U. S. Department of Ag­ 
ricu ltu re with their large inv es­ 
tigational facilities. It is throu gh 
the local organization, perfected 
by the cou nty agent, that prac­ 
tically all of the ex tension work 
enu merated in this report has 
been d one.

Other counties formed 
similar organizations soon after 
and because of their connection 
with Farm Bureau they were 
known as Co-Op clubs. 
The State Ex tension Dep art­ 
ment, realizing the need of 
trained organizers, named F. L. 
McRey nolds to assist Indiana 
Rural Youth to reach their ob­ 
jectiv es. Later Miss May Masten 
and H. F. Ainsworth, associate 
state 4-H club leaders, gav e their 
serv ices also. 
Today there are ap p rox imately 
eighty Rural Youth clubs in In­ 
diana sp onsored by the Ex ten­ 
sion Dep artment, Farm Bureau, 
Farmers’ Union and Grange. 
In 1933 the state was div ided 
into ten districts and training 
camp s were held in each district 
with leaders and educators from 
both the Indiana Farm Bureau 
and the Ex tension Dep artment 
in charge. These camp schools 
were held annually u ntil 1938 
when they were rep laced by a 
state-wide training school at 
Purdue Univ ersity , Ju ne 19-24 
with 257 Indiana Rural Youth in 
attendance . 
In 1936 the first district organ­ 
ization was comp leted in the 
Northeastern p art of the state 
and by December, 1937 activ e 
district organizations were func­ 
tioning throughout the state. 
In Nov ember of 1938 a state 
dep artment was organized with 
George Doup of Columbus as 
p resident and the name “Indiana 
Rural Youth” was adop ted. 
The Rush County Co-Op club, 
sp onsored by the Farm Bureau 
and directed by Mrs. Burl Mat- 
ney was set up and a training 
school was held at Green’s Camp 
in 1933. In 1937 Miss Wilma Fike, 
home demonstration agent and 
M. J. Hux ley , assistant county 
agent organized the “Booster’s 
Club” and a y ear later the two 
clubs were combined as the 
“Rush 
County 
Young 
Adult 
Club.” 
It is quite p robable that the 
objectiv es of Rural Youth Clubs 
are not generally known bu t 
each y ear sees new and rap id 
growth with consequently great­ 
er ap p reciation of their v alue. 
They hav e ex isted p rincip ally 
for y oung folk between the 4-H 
age and the age when adu lt or­ 
ganization work makes its ap ­ 
p eal. The main objectiv es are 
education, recreation and com­ 
munity serv ice ajid through the 
medium of these Rural Youth 
Clubs leadership is rap idly being 
dev elop ed. It is not p resump tu­ 
ous to assert that this is the ty p e 
leadership required if we would 
remain a freedom lov ing p eop le 
rather than becoming slav es in 
a dictator nation. 
Many of our club members are 
rendering community serv ices 
such as assisting in 4-H club 
p rojects and ex hibits, Farm Bu­ 
reau membership driv es, road­ 
side imp rov ement, home grounds 
dev elop ment and in p rov iding 
v aried p rograms for local, dis­ 
trict and state meetings. 
It is ev ident that the y oung 
men and women who comp rise 
the membership of Rural Youth 
Clubs are thinking not of sel 
alone bu t are building for the 
future and it would seem to be 
good p olicy for an agricultura 
county such as Rush, rich in ev ­ 
ery resource, to lend whole­ 
hearted sup p ort to this organi­ 
zation of future leaders.

went along fine u ntil such time 
as we found that the more hogs 
we p roduced, the greater was our 
oss.

The 
Grow Thrifty Pigs Club was re­ 
organized and money secured 
that made p ossible the p urchase 
of registered gilts that were p u t 
in the hands of the boy s that 
were in p osition to follow the 
Grow Thirty Pigs p lan, set out 
in the rev ised Memorandum of 
Understanding. The club has 
grown under the able guidance 
of the ex tension dep artment to 
the p oint that it has become 
necessary to limit the number of 
new contracts signed each y ear, 
that the assistant county agent 
and the committee may v isit

(Refer to Map s No . 13 and 14 in 
y o u r Histo rical Atlas) 
W ith the death o f Ju liu s Cae­ 
sar the Ro man Rep u blic came to 
an o fficial end. Au gu stu s Caesar 
was nam ed Dictato r—and then 
he became the first Emp ero r. He 
was cro wned in 2 7 B. C.—and it 
was Au gu stu s who ru led Ro me 
when Christ was bo rn in the Ro ­ 
m an p ro v ince o f Ju dea. 
The city o f Ro me is su p p o sed 
to hav e been fo u nded in 75 3 B. C. 
It wo }}lf[ jtfiu s hav e been in ex ist­ 
ence so me 72 6 y ears by the time 
when Au gu stu s ascended to the 
thro ne o f the Caesars. And th a t 
thro ne was o ccu p ied by o ne Cae­

There was ev en a p erio d 
when the v ast territo ry was ru led 
by no less th an six emp ero rs at 
the same time. 
At least sev enteen o f these em ­ 
p ero rs were assassinated. A nu m ­ 
ber o f them died in battle. Still 
o thers died u nder my sterio u s cir­ 
cu mstances. It was a nerv o u s jo b. 
The histo ry o f the emp ire u n­ 
der their go v ernment was o ne o f 
slo w decline, interru p ted by o c­ 
casio nal bu rsts o f strength and 
v igo r when so me p articu larly 
able m an ru led. 
W hen Au gu stu s came to the 
thro ne the emp ire inclu ded a 
territo ry o f mo re th an o ne and 
o ne-half millio n sq u are 
miles 
and mo re th an o ne hu ndred and 
twenty millio n p eo p le. It had a 
p o p u latio n 
ap p ro x imately 
as 
large as the United States o f to ­ 
day . 
Do wn to wards the o ld Su mer- 


co nq u ered races—fo r the fight- 
ng sp irit had lo ng go ne o u t o f 
the o rdinary Ro man. 
The emp ire m aintained ru le 
o v er mo re than o ne hu ndred and 
twenty millio n su bjects in the 
same way th a t the British ru le in 
India—by the fam iliar p lan o f 
keep ing 
racial 
hatreds 
aliv e. 
They p u t the p o lice p o wer in the 
hands o f legio ns who were na t­ 
u ral enemies o f the p eo p le liv ing 
in the o ccu p ied territo ry . Sp an­ 
ish legio ns wo u ld be sent into 
Gau l. Gau lish legio ns enjo y ed 
the p riv ilege o f ru ling the de­ 
sp ised Brito ns. Asiatic legio ns 
were sent to Greece—and Greek 
legio ns to Asia. It was a p leasu re 
to be a legio nnaire when y o u 
hated the m an in the street. 
This v ast territo ry was ru led 
fo r the so le enrichm ent o f the 
emp ero r and his fav o rites. In re­ 
tu rn fo r the p leasu re o f reap ing 
the p ro fits o f the civ ilized wo rld 
fo r mo re th an a tho u sand y ears, 
Ro me bu ilt cities and 
m o nu ­ 
m ents and hard m ilitary ro ads 
fro m o ne end o f the emp ire to 
the o ther. She cau sed millio ns o f 
men to die fo r her o wn selfish 
ends, bu t she p rev ented o ther 
millio ns fro m dy ing at the hands 
o f their sav age neighbo rs o r their 
eq u ally sav age nativ e p riests and 


ru lers. She tau ght m en law and 
the a rt o f go v ernm ent and the 
a rt o f liv ing in cities. She fo rced 
the new religio n o f C hristianity 
u p o n the white races o f the wo rld 
at the p o int o f the swo rd. She 
redu ced 
half 
o f 
her 
wo rld 
to slav ery , and thereby ev ent­ 
u ally lo st her o wn liberty .
